countenance their De(iznes, of ferting ap-theic owns» irreligi - 
ous, or phariſaicall 'domineering faQtion, to che oppireffion of 
all other people; And herein they have had a great advantage, 
ro filrther their aforeſaid D:tignes , by reaſon of the jealoaties, 
which many Conſcientious men of the Presbyterian Juigement 
have entertained concerning this Army, and concerning divers 
other eminent , and worthie Inftraments of the Kingdomes 
good, who ( being in places of publick truſt Truft , and Pow- 
er) were ſuppoſed to be of the Independent way. 

In purſuayce of their aforelaid delignes they endeavoured,and 
by their power and irflu:nce upon the Parliament, and the 'ad- 
vantage of ſuch pretences as aforelaid , very much prevailed to 
pur our of all places of power, or publick cruſt, the moſt ſober, 
and conſciencious mzn, and ſuch as tad approved chemlelves 
faithfull to the publick intereſt chronghout a!l the late troubles; 
and to put in debauched, and dilſolute men, or ſuch as wou!d 
for advantage ſerv: their private intereſts; and for that end( in 
caſes where they could not otherwiſe prevaiis) procured ſuch 
Garriſons to be ſlighted, and ſuch powers to be recatted (ethough 
more.necefſyry to have bzen continued ) which they found inthe 
hands of perſons of the former ſore; and ſuch to be chntiaued 
(though lefſe neceflacy ) as they found in thr hands of the later. 
And the berter to ſtrengthen chemſelves in their detignes, cloſing - 
with a very powerfull party in the Cicie of London, they firtt 
with much aQivitic endeavoured and prevail:d-to-net# model! 
the Conimon Conntell'and forme thefme'to their owrypare / 
ty, and chen ftirred them'up'to Perition (amongſt other things ' 
concurrent to theif ends) forthe a!lreration of the City-1ilitiz, 
who, by their contmnal}, violent - and preſſing importunitie ac 
the Parliaments'doores , wrung from the Parliament an Ordi- 
nance for 'rhat Plirpoſe , | whereby they procured'the power of:

Upon conſideration of all this , and upon the reſolution, 
( which their own abuſes and provocations put upon the Ar- 
my, had raiſed in the whole body of it ) not to diſ-band with- 
out further ſatisfaRion, and fecuricy from the like abuſes in fu- 
ture; We did in our Repreſentation or Declaration ſent from S* 
Albans, exprelle in generall what things wee deſired, ( befides our 
concernments as Souldiers ) to ſee done or provided for before 
our disbandinig for the pzace of the Kingdome and a ſecuring the 
Common rights , and liberties thereof, which wee were called 
outtodefend and vindicate, and had ſo long foaghc for. And 
having ( therewithall ) impeached feverall Members of the 
houſeof Commons for cheir unjuſt praiſes and defignes to 
ſuch purpoſes'agare before expreſſed,and for indeavoring in pro- 
ſecution thereof to ingage this Kingdome in a new warre ;. wee 
added ſome further defices for the prevention of that milchiefe 
( of a new warre) to the Kingdome and for our owne preſent 
ſecuritie from immediite ruine, while thoſe other things mighr 
bee treated on or confidered. And upon the granting of ſome of 
them in part, and hopes given of ſome others ( though -we could 
not;obgaine the reſt,and ——_—_ that which we held moſt 
ja, cquall and neceſſarie ; viz. The poſitive ſaſpenfion of thoſe 


impeached members from ſitting in the Houſe, as judges in their. 


owne caufe, and from tl:eir power in Committees, wherety they 
bad th' advantageto raiſe warre againſt us, and to make new 
diſturbances in the Kingdomeyet ) che ſaid impeached Members 


pretending to withdraw themſelves from the Parliament. until. 


their cauſes ſhould be heard and tryed, and the Houle. giving 
conſent thereto ; Wee oure of: our tendernelſe toParliament Pci- 
vilidges, and our earneſt defires to yeeld all obſervance-to-the 
. Parllament and ſatisfaQion to the Citie ( who-pretended a full

and libertics of the Kingdome)did at the Parliaments command, 
and the Cities requeſt, withdraw the Army to the defired dis 
ſtance from London, and diſperſed it further to ſeveral parts of 
the Kingdome for the eaſe of the Countrey , and proceeded in a 
peaceable and regular way, to prepare and profecute more 'par- 
ticlar Charges againit the faid Impeached members,which wjch- 
in a few'dayes aftec wee 2ccordingly fent up to the Honle : Ard 
the ſaid Impeached members, ( having pur in a delatorie anfwer 
thereto wich a plza and Jemurre to divers particulars therein ) 
pretended, that ( toavoyd any diſturbance or interruption to 
rhe preſent proceedings tor ſettling the publicke aftaires,' by the 
interpoſall of their private cauſe, )they defired leave and paſty tor 
rravel for ſome Mon:hes, whica- accordingly the ſpeaker of the 
Houſe of Commons was ordered or authorized to give therr, 
and wee ( preluming on the Houſes caution for their forth-com-" 
ming to be tryed, when the affaires of the Kingdome were ſertled 
( which upon their ficſt motion of withdrawing wee had infifted 
on, ) did not gaineſay. And thereupon we proceeded in a quiet* 
and hopefull way to prepar more particular propoſalls (in per- 
{ance of our former generall delires ) for the preſent ſettling of 
the peace of the Kingdome to be tendred tothe Commiſſioners of 
Parliamant reliding wich the Army for that purpoſe. But finding! 
that while wee were thas peaceably proceeding, the ſaid impea- 
ched members ( notwithſtanding their pretended defires to tra- ' 
veile )did continuein and about London very aRive and buſie to 
raiſe warre or make diſturbances in the Kingdome , and that the 
Committee of the /Zilitiz there did eomply with them therin(by 
dayly liftingof: men and other. preparations towards warre, and 


ſneltring rothat'end, yea, and entettaining: into ſervice thoſe* 


ſane Reformadoes who'( by Ordinance of Parliament, ) were by 
them to have bin put eat of the Lynes of Communication ) and - 
finding.continuall jealoufies and diſturbances to our faid pro- 


ceedings, bread in the Araya.by the dayly reports ant alarmes/ 
thereot from the Cicie 4 wee made. a *particuler addrefle to-the -

would) there could be any propoſall more reaſonable ac 
hopefull to beget a conf dence and acquieſcence (as to that

and declare to be high Treaſon, jnall that ſhould promote 
or abet the ſame; and within a few dayes after ( to'wit, on - 
Munday Fly 26.) there was a Petition'brought to the Par- 
liament, by the Sheriffes, and ſome Aldermen, and Con 
mon-councell-men, in the name af the City of Lundon, : fax 
the recalling of the ſaid Ordinance of, the 23.0f Zuly;. con- 
cerning the Militia, and the returning of the:Militia' into 
thoſe hands, . in which i was put by the Ordinance of. the

But as to this point of ſecurity by exemplary Juſtice in 
an ordinary way, we ſee our hopes almolt fruſtrated, whi- 
left,(though our defires and reſolutions to that purpoſe,ex- 
preſt in-our late Declaration of our advance. towards Lon- 
don,were then ſeconded with the declared approhation and 
concurrent re{olutions of the Speakers, and: Members of 
both Houfes, that were driven away40. the Army, and 
with their engagement to live and dye with us thercin, And 
thongh in purſuance thereof, the Right, Hynoarable Hou e 
of Peerzs, have fince their reſtitution, begun and proceeded 
to declare null and void, all that was done. in the name. of 
both Houſes, while they lay under the/power of that 'ty- 
'multnous violence; and. to give their more authentique 
— to our ſaid Declaration, madeiin behalf gt the 
aid Speakers and Members, while they -were with the Ar- 
my : And in behalfe of the honour and, freedowe of the

"and Members, made to hs while they were'witl us, yet) : 
Houſe of Commons hath not onely not concurred with 
the Lords in any of thole things, but r:zher leeme to have 
caſt them atide. .

upon the Parliament ic ſelfe; neicher can we finde or heare 
of any one Perſon hicherco brought ro Juſtice, or Queſtion 
for any of theſe things, bur all ſeeme to be either jultified, 
or at leaſt protefted from Jutitice by the power and preva- 
lence of thoſe Members in Parliament, who are ( many of 
them, as we can make appeare ) equally guilty of, and ( 0» 
thers.) in ſome kinde obnoxious far the ſame things; an& 
thus not only our jult expeCtations of vindication to the 
Parliament, and fecurity to our ſelves and the Kingdome 
from the like treaſonable and turbulent praftiſes in future, 
( by exemplary Juſtice for what hath been ſo done) are 
fruitrated, but even the ſafety and immunity of the Speak» 
ers, and thoſe faithfa!l Members of both Houfes' that 
were diiven away by the violence aforeſaid, and the im» 
munity ofthe Army in advancing to Ldon, to bring them 
back, and reſtore the Parliamentto its Honour and Free. 
dome ( which hath been acknowledged , with publike

Bur to returne tq the more ſerious conſideration of one 
caſein relation to the ſecurity of the Parliament, Kingdom, 
and our (elves, againſt the.like turbulent and treafonable 
pradti:es in future, ſince by the meanes aforeſaid no fecu- 
rityby exemplary Juſtice can at preſent be had, ( to deter 
any from the like) we wiſh all men to confider what 
lwraights weare in this caſe put upon ; ( That which is'the 
maine worke of the Kingdome; and which we moſt ear- 
nelily thirtt for, and attend upon, ( viz, the ſetling of a 
Peace, and conhfideration of our Propoſalls in order there- 
unto ) will aske time. to bring it to an iſſue; and that done, 
the releeving or remedying ot the preſling grievances of the 
Kingdome, will cake up and,require the ficting of the Par-
